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Elba City Council rejects street sweeper bids

The Elba City Council on Mon- 
a night lasted about an hour. The 
only item causing any discussion 
was the already once delayed letting 
of bids on a new street sweeper. Ap- 
proved was an increased health insu- 
rance premium, a zoning board ap- 

intment, a paving contract, 
easing some old school property 
and approving a list of volunteer 
firemen. 

The city clerk also updated coun- 
cil members on the status of on- 

oing projects and Police Chief R. 

. Whitworth reviewed police de- 
partment actions for the past two 
weeks. 

Council members heard Mayor 
James Grimes report on negotiations 
with the two street sweeper bidders. 
He recommended the council ap- 
prove the bid of Sanson Equipment 
Co for an Elgin sweeper at a cost of 
$71,064. The other bidder, Truck 
Equipment Co bid $71,606 on a 
Johnson sweeper. 

The new bid figures were after 
removal of several items, including 
one or two specified in the bid re- 
quest.

City Attorney Jeff Kelley recom- 
mended the city reject both bids and 
start over. 

The council quickly agreed. City 
Clerk Donnie Morrow proposed that 
each company demonstrate their 
equipment in Elba before the next 
bid opening. They agreed. 

The mayor reported on his efforts 
to lower the proposed increase in 
employee health insurance premi- 
ums. He noted that with minor 
changes the proposed $19,687 in- 
crease had been reduced to $13,488 
- a drop of $6,199. Two-thirds of 
this is paid by the city and the bal- 
ance by the employee.

Jackie Hodge addressed the 
council concerning a request to 
lease land behind the Junior High 
wing of the former high school to 
construct an arena to host horse

The council agreed for the mayor 
and city clerk to work out a lease 
agreement, assuming the property is 
no longer needed by the recreation 
department.

Blasting the education system is almost as much “9 and done about as 
universally as blasting the IRS, However, there appears to be little we 
can do about the Internal Revenue Service, but there are ways of im- 
proving the school systems as we perceive them, Sunday's Parade 
magazine carried a two page article on the subject. The writer is Vartan 
Gregorian, president of Brown University and soon to be head of the 
Camegie Corporation, He lists ten “suggestions for everyone who is 
concerned about how well our children are learning.” We feel strong- 
ly about America’s children and the future of society, the human race, 
etc, Therefore, we are listing Dr. Gregorian’s ten points here in hopes 
it will help our educators get the attention, help, and participation of 
society they need to accomplish these lofty goals. The suggestions in 
bold type are his, the items in the brackets ( ) are ours or condensed 
from the two page article, 


1. Visit your schools (and that doesn't mean once a year). 


2. Involve the grandparents (especially important in cases of single 
parenis), 


3. Make the public school a magnet for the community (that 
means hold social and community functions in school build- 
ings.) Our area schools have done this for generations, 


4, Volunteer to help in your school, (This means parents doing any 
thing necessary to free teachers to be teachers). 


5. Read to your (young) children (Dr, Gregorian says nothing is 
more important than this and we agree!) We have seen first hand 
the difference between children who had parents reading to them 

and those children who didn’t get that benefit, 


6. Give every school child a library card. (this means the 
public library and we can boost of a good selection of books 
available here). 


7. Organize and attend shows that the children put on. (this may 
mean giving up a golf game or some favorite TV show, but it is 
worth it.) 


8. Recognize that too much television has a terrible effect. (This 
one is probably going to be hard to enforce, but it can be done 
... we suggest going back to #5). 


9, Let our children go. (Schools should take children on 
expeditions, and not just to a museum or zoo. They will benefit 
greatly from a day at the bank, hospital or factory.) 


10. Restore the arts as a major element in education. (This will 
strain budgets as the cost of art, music and dance are added to 
the ball team expense, but they teach creativity AND HOW TO 
THINK! Business and industry are crying for more of this 
trait). 


In closing we ask you consider the above suggestions before you (we) 
voice any further criticism of the public schools, or more particularly 
the product they are turning out.
